Eighieen · Year - Old Chicago Gar-

patch.}] Two girls employed in the 

strike-bound clothing houses, of | 
which the Hart, Schaffner & Marx es- 
tablishment is the pricipal target of the | 
unions, were attacked today and beaten 
by men. 

Golden Stone, a forewoman working 
for the Royal Tailoring Company, was 
attacked near the Congress Hotel by a 
man Who also stole her pocketbook. 
She was struck in the face several 
times and her eyes and lips lacerated. 
The man escaped before pedestrians 
could go to the aid of the young 
woman, who was taken to her home, 
6104 Ellis avenue. 

Rose Lassin, 18 years old, who went 
to work for Hart, Schaffner & Marx in 
order that she might earn a little 
money to make Christmas more cheer- 
ful for her mother and little sisters 
and brothers. was beaten into insensi- 
bility near her home by, three men. 
They probably would have killed her 
but for the hergic interference of a 
woman who heard her cries for help. 
BRUTALLY BEATEN AND KICKED. 

The Lassin girl is in a serious con- 
dition at her home at 102% North Lin- 
coln street, and the mon that would 
have bought a doll for a sister, a bright 
red sled for her brother and a knitted 
jacket for her mother is to be used 
for doctors. 

The girl was stopped by three men 
at Division and Lincoln streets. They. 
told her if she did not leave her work 
in the clothing factory she would suf- 
fer. 

She pleaded with the pickets to be 
permitted to work, saying her widowed 
mother and crippled brother would 
starve otherwise. The answer was a 
fearful blow in the mouth with a biack-

Sir Wilfrid Has No Apprehension 
of Trouble from United States, 
But Warns Canada to Make Naval 


. Preparations for Russia, China 
and Japan. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

OTTAWA (Ont.) Dec. 1—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Sir Wilfrid Laurier appar- 
ently has little fears of war between 
Canada and the States. On the navy 
question and emphasizing the need for 
a Canadian navy he said in the House: 

“I am not afraid of any invasion of 
Canada, at all events of Eastern Can- 
ada. But I am not at all sure that pe 
can leave unguarded the province of 
British Columbia on the western shores 
of the Pacific Ocean. I am not afraid 
of any danger of war between Great 
Britain and the States. Their civiliza- 
tion is too much advanced to contem- 
plate anything of the kind, and they 
have too many interests in common to 
warrant it. Hach of these nations look 
upon war as the curse of civilization. 

“But on the Pacific Ocean, Where we 
have for our neighbors Ruasia, Japan 
and China, and have in these countries 
a vast humanity seething in the forma- 
tion of a new civilization, it would be 
folly to say that danger of War is not 
at all to be apprehended in that quar- 
ter. For my part I entertain no such 
view and I do not, think it behooves 
Canada to look under all circumstances 
to Great Britain for the protection of 
our Pacific Coast. 

“If there should be an invasion, does 
not the opposition think that we should 
have troops and a navy to repel it, and 
that the best instruction 
should be given to our officers?”

CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—The hunting sea- 
son of 1910, which closed yesterday, cost 
113 ‘lives; according to statistics from 
twenty-three States, collected by the 
Chicago Tribune.
